LOI’ISVILLE, Ky., March 12— 
Top Kentucky Democratic leafl- 
ers decided tc^ay to draft former 
Vice Preildent Alben W Barkley 
to run for hla old leat in the U.S. 
Senate thii year. 

Oov. Lawrence Wetherby made 
the announcement ai spokesman 
for the group which he aaid 
reached Its decision in a hotel 
room here this morning. 

The 78-year-old Barkley’a im¬ 
mediate reaction when advised 
by a newsman of the group's de¬ 
cision was, "It's rather u,iexpect- 
ed news.” 

Barkley said, "I had n.ot made 
up my mind and I haven't yet. I 
still am not able to give any 
answer" to whether he would 
run. 

However, the Paduchan said, 
"It puts me very naturally under 
a deep obligaUon." 

Asked when he might have his 
decision, Barkley said: 

"I will try to do BO within the 
next two weeks and make some 
sort of an announcement at my 
home in Paducah.” 

As spckc^.an for *he group, 
Wethetby said it wjs “of one 
opinion . . . that Kentucky and 
the nation need Alben Barkley in 
the V. S. Senate, and this group 
feels that so deeply they feel the 
Democratic party should draft 
him as a candidate." 

Wetherby recalled the 1948 vic¬ 
tory of the Democratic ticket 
headed by former President Harry 
S. Truman as he ir.trfxluced Bark¬ 
ley for the principal address at 
the annual Jefferson-Jackson Day 
dinner. Barkley campaigned In 
36 states that year. 

"I think he's the man who's 
responsible for the Democratic 
party winning in 1946,” assertr.1 
Wetherby, who ha,: bee.i men¬ 
tioned as a possible senatorial 
candidate th<'ugh he has said 
nothing on this himself publicly. 

After a break during which 'he 
more than 900 diners at the $50- 
a-plate dinner applauded. 'Veth- 
erby continued: 

"In these troubled tlm<'^. the 
people are looking for thr same 
kind of leadership. I'm not com¬ 
mitting him—I'm not telling him

Mott Exemptiont 
To .lory .Sorvi, *»« 
Are Eliminated 


FRANKFORT, Ky., March 9— 
Governor Wetherby signed into 
law today the Jury-reform bill to 
remove all specific exemptions 
for service on grand and petit 
Juries. 

Because the bill contained an 
emergency clause, it became law 
immediately upon signature of the 
Governor at noon. 

The measure. Senate Bill 33, 
was approved by the Senate 23 
to 1 February IS. It was passed 
74 to 8 by the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives a week ago. Senator 
Leon J. Shaikun, Louisville, spon¬ 
sored the bill. 

Exemptions from Jury service 
now will be left entirely to the 
discretion of circuit Judges. 

Reduces Exemptions 

The old law exempted women 
and 8U-odd classifications of men 
from Jury service. One of the 
primary aims of the bill, drawn 
by the Judicial conference, was 
to reduce these exemptions In 
order to provide a broader base 
from which to draw competent 
Jurors. 

The measuie also makes it pos¬ 
sible for grand Juries to sit up 
to 30 days in Jefferson county. 
Under the old law, sessions were 
limited to six days, and possibly 
nine, but the nine-day limit was

Applications for any type of 
loan cannot be approved by the 
Farmers Home Administration if 
a fanner's needs can be ade¬ 
quately met with credit from pri¬ 
vate or cooperative lenders.

The State Senate Wednesday 
passed, 34 to 4, the bill to create 
a minimum foundation program 
for Kentucky's public schools. 
The measure had already passed 
the House, and now goes to Gov¬ 
ernor Wetherby for his signature. 

The bill was drafted in persu- 
ance to a state-wide vote last No¬ 
vember repealing section 186 of 
the State Coristitution. That was 
the section requiring State school 
funds to be distributed according 
to the number of children living 
in the local districts. As the 
foundation program leads ulti¬ 
mately to distribution of State 
money on the basis of attendance, 
the program was not possible 
without repeal of section 186. 

Only dissenting votes were by 
Senators from Louisville and 
Northern Kentucky. 

The equalization money form¬ 
erly went out under a compli- 
zn'.. d fornMila designed to bring 
poorer districts up toward the 
state-wide educational level. The 
education bill sets up new stand¬ 
ard for dlstributfon, based on the 
classroom unit, and requires local 
districts to meet certain require¬ 
ments. It is designed ultimately to 
provide a level of essential serv¬ 
ices and facilities for every child 
in the public school system with 
local districts making reasonable 
contributions toward the over-all 
Igoat.

How¬ 
ever, the rods broke after about 
45 barrels had been pumped. 

George Finch and 
associates who drilled the well, 
have had a second location on the 
Jones lease bulldozed off and will 
move a rig to it soon to com¬ 
mence a second well. 

Jerry Cooper has been awarded 
a contract to drill a well on the 
Eldw. Holbrook lease on the head 
of Day Branch. Ixicatlon for the 
well has been bulldozed and a 
rig will be moved in from near 
Jackson soon to commence drill¬ 
ing. 

Crate Rice and associates, it is 
reported, are to let a contract to 
drill a well near the mouth of Day 
Branch on the Bruce Rose farm. 

J. J. Hatcher of Huntington and 
others also plan to let a contract 
to drill a well on the T. H. 
Thrasher” Hatten farm adjoin¬ 
ing Pilot Knob on the Grass Creek 
side near Sellars. 

Drilling Deep Test Well 

Glenn McCown and associates 
of Winchester are down approxi¬ 
mately 4,000 feet with a test well 
they are drilling on the Earl 
Bradley farm on Burk’s Fork, 
about IVk miles east of Dingus. 
They plan to go to the St. Peter 
sand. 

The McCown well will be the 
third deep test made in this area. 
Crate Rice of PaintsviUe drilled 
a well at Cannel City to a depth 
at 4,400 a few yean ago, and the 
Ashland Oil & Refining Company 
and others drilled a deep test at 
Red Bush some years ago. It is 
said they went down 6,600 feet, 
but no official report on the well 
was released. 

Finch also plans to drill a test 
well on the Bud Dunn lease on 
the Adele side.

There is no editorial opinion in this editorial. 
It simply is an explanation of the “new look” 
military policy of the present administration as 
carried in an Associated Press story from Wash¬ 
ington. We re-publish it for the facts it contains, 
facts which we think all Americans need to be 
aware of; 

WASHINGTON, March 16—Lester B. Pearson, 
the Canadian foreign minister, and Adlai Stev¬ 
enson, the Democrats’ defeated candidate for 
president, both express concern about the Eisen¬ 
hower administration’s “new look.” 

That “new look” is the administration’s plan 
for handling Communist attack. What does it 
mean? That’s getting less easy to answer. The 
President, Vice President Nixon, and Secretary 
of State Dulles have all talked about it. 

Instead of clearing it up, they’ve clouded it 
up. Dulles announced it in a Jan. 12 speech. He 
said this government had decided, if the Com¬ 
munists attacked anywhere, then: 

This country would depend “principally upon 
a great capacity to retaliate, instantly, by means 
and at places of our own choosing.” He said 
this meant more security cheaper. Stevenson 
sarcastically called it “more bang for a buck.” 

The word “instantly” seems clear, or it did 
at the time. But a “great capacity to r>-:aliate" 
could only mean the Air Force and the Navy 
with its air arm. 

The Army is being cut down. Yesterday Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgeway, Army chief of staff, said 
he was particularly concerned the “new look” 


plan might so weaken the Army it couldn’t face 
up to Russia’s growing military strength. 

In practice, what would the “new look” mean? 
No one has explained that fully. Suppose the 
Chinese Communists attacked the French in 
Indochina. If American troops were sent into 
the jungles to help the French, it would mean 
the Chinese had chosen the place to fight, not the 
United States. 

But Dulles said this country would do the 
choosing. Would his plan of instant retaliation 
mean, perhaps, ignoring the Indochina Battle¬ 
field and bombing China itself? That might 
mean war with Russia too, and World War III. 

But at his news conference last Wednesday 
President Eisenhower said this country would 
never get involved in World War III without 
a formal deciaralion of war by Congress. That 
couldn’t be done instantly. 

Suppose the Chinese attacked Indochina and 
Eisenhower wanted to retaliate by attacking 
rhina hut fir«t referred the Question to Congress? 
There’d be long debate before a step was taken 
that might mean world war. 

What happens then to Dulles’ talk about re¬ 
taliating “instantly?” Nixon, in a nationwide 
broadcast last Saturday night in answer to ques¬ 
tions by Stevenson in a broadcast the previous 
Saturday night, explained: 

"We decided we would not fall into , . , 
traps. And so we adopted a new plan, and that 
new plan, summed up, is this; rather than let 
the Communists nibble us to death all over the 
world in little wars, we would rely in the future 
primarily on our massive, mobile, retalitatory 
power which we could use at our own discretion 
against the major sources of aggression at times 
and places that we can choose.” 

This was approximately what Dulles had 
said. But in his speech Nixon repeatedly com¬ 
plained that while communism made gains In 
President Truman’s term, “not a single Russian 
soldier was lost.” 

What would he do, for instance, to make the 
Russians pay in soldiers in their own back yard? 
He couldn’t suggest attacking Russia unless he 
wanted World War III. Would Congress consent 
to that? Yet, Eisenhower said this country would 
not get into such a war without congressoinal 
approval. 

And if Russia saw Congress debating about 
an attack on her, would she wait patiently to be 
attacked? Hardly. And if Russia attacked, she 
might try to bomb American cities but would 
almost certainly bomb the cities of American al¬ 
lies in Europe. So American alliess have a stake 
in the “new look.”
